An  object  silently  W of  the  sun,  so  close  that 
it  could  only  be  seen  by  shielding  eyes  from 
the  8\jn*  The  object  was  higher  than  two  cloud 
layers  and  shown  brightly  with  the  sun’s  re- 
flection* One  source  reported  that  it  was 
spinning*  After  45  min  object  was  lost  to  sight 


11.  COMMENTS 

The  planet  Venus  was  7*  removed  from  the 
sun  in  a westward  direction  at  the  time 
of  the  sighting  and  was  of  magnitude  -3*4 
Appearance  of  spinning  was  probeiHLy  due 
to  prolonged  staring  at  an  undetcLlled  ob- 
ject so  very  near  to  the  brig^  sun.

'We  weee  sunbathing  alongside  the  swimming  pool  of  the 
Hotel  Ponce  Intercontinentalf  Ponce,  Puerto  Rico  and 
we  observed  a roundlike  object  in  the  very  high  altitudes 

I am  sure  that  we  might  never  have  noticed  it,  except 
that  v/e  were  sunning  oxirselves  and  taking  notice  of 
cloud  formations  in  the  sky.  At  about  10:00  A.M.  we 
noticed  this  object  slightly  £ss±  West  of  the  Sun,  so 
close  that  it  could  only  be  seen  by  shielding  the  Sun 
from  yDur  eyes.
